One of the early symptoms of a de 


ficiency of vitamin A is night blind 
ness. When one has night blindness 
he can see fairly well in a bright ligh 
but cannot see well in the dark. 


For years, the Newfoundland fisher 


men have known they could fight nigh 
blindness by eating the livers of the 
cod or of the seagull. 


If, however, the person with nigh 


blindness does not take a sufficien 
amount of vitamin A, he later wi 
develop an advanced form of inlsm 
mation of the eyes which includes 
swelling of the eyelids, and drynes 
and an inflamed condition of the in 
ner surface. 


Moreover, the germs which causj 


pus readily attack the tissues and the 
eyes become severely infected. Thi. 
condition is known as xerophthalmi; 


In xeropbthalmia also, tear glands 


ere unable to produce the amount of 
tea/s necessary to keep the eye§ well 
moistened.

Certainly there has been no more 


frank indictment of small-town poli- 
tics and small-town trial by jury than 
this book. As in "We Who Are About 
to Die," Lnmson portrays the sensa- 
tions of an innocent man in the death 
house, the psychology of the, victim 
and the devious workings of the net of 
circumstantial evidence. 


One feels, on the whole, that Lomson 


has repeated a great deal here and the 
effect is nullified somewhat by the 
earlier book, a greater story simply 
because it was essentally fact. But 
"Whirlpool" is no less vivid and it is 
decidedly readable.—P. G. F.

For instance, it has been asserted 
lat lack of vitamin A in the diet re- 
ults in the formation of stones in the 
tidneys and in the bladder. A defic- 
ency of vitamin A is sometimes man- 
'ested by an inflammation of the skin 
with dryness, scaling and pigmenta- 
ion. It has been said that women who 
lave a deficiency of vitamin A may be 
more, likely to become infected in 
hildbirth. 
However, all of these conditions are 
ymptoms of a lack of vitamins in gen- 


Obviously, the one necessary meas- 


ure in the deficiency of vitamin A is 
to add extra vitamin A containing 
foods to the diet. This may be acconv- 
plished by including milk, butter, eggs 
and fresh vegetables, particularly those 
containing the yellow pigment called 
carotone, which is the substance from 
which the body forms vitamin A. 


The substance richest in vitamin A 


is halibut liver oil. Among the foods 
which are rich in carotone are yellow 
turnips, sweet potatoes, carrots, yellow 
corn, and yellow peas. The white 
varieties of vegetables do not supply 
much vitamin A. 


Green leaves of vegetables of all 


kinds contain carotone, which how- 
ever is masked by the green chloro- 
phyl. There is a considerable amount 
of vitamin A in the tomato covered up,
